THE fourth Leſſon is of great Uſe; for it teaches you to join all the

Onsxxvations on the Prepoſitions and Termination. 


HE fifth and ſiæthᷣ Leſſous, which contain the Beginnings and Endings 
L of long Words, are the hardeſt Part of the Art, and therefore to be the 
more diligently learn'd : For it is not to be ſuppoſed, that theſe Beginnings 
or Endings of long Words can be written Letter by Letter, for that would be 
more tedious than the common Round- Hand: Beſides, there being ſo many 
of the principal Words in the Ezg//þ Tongue, beginning and ending with 
theſe Prepoſitions and Terminatious, there was an abſolute Neceſſity for 
making them ſhorter than could be done by the Letters of the Alphabet. 
When you have once learn'd them perfectly, you will every Day re- 
member them better and better, becauſe you muſt meet with ſome of 
them in every Sentence. Pronounce ſuch of them as will pronounce. 
As for thoſe Prepoſitions or Terminations that ſtand for two or more 
Things, the Senſe and Connexion of the Diſcourſe will immediately 
diſtinguiſh, and diſcover which of them it ſtands for, as (Tran- or Trans-) 
c. As for the Prepoſitions, (ch-, ad-, al-, circum-,) obſerve, no Word 
can begin with (ct, ſd, ul, en,) and fo there can be no Miſtake. As for -

You ſee that there are four Characters that ſtand for Prepoſitions and 
Terminations, to Wit (de-, di-, e,) Ce. but theſe four are plain, for if 
a Word begin with a Short-Hand (4) join'd, you muſt read it (de- or 4.

phabet, but then they would have been more tedious in Writing, and pax- 
2ling in Reading; and conſequently not have anſwered the End of Short- 
Hand: Beſides, the contracting or ſhortening of them by one or two 
Letters of the Alphabet, does ſtill burden the Memory a little, as well 
as Marks.

cimen of the Writiug will diſcover the Art. But to return to the Obſerva- 
tions; The Learner will ſee, that the Number of the Prepoſitions and Ter-

theſe, I may venture to ſay, are well contriv'd, being very diſtinct and

Yo U may perceive by the firſt Page, that the Places of the five Vo- 
els about the Letters, double and triple Conſonants, Prepoſitions, and

The Place of (e) begins exactly between the Top and Midale. 

The Place of (i or y) begins exactly over-againſt the Midale. 

The Place of (o) begins exactly between the Middle and Bottom. 

The Place of (x) begins exactly over-againſt the Bottom. 

You ſee that the five Yowels Places about (z) and (p,) are a little dif- 
ferent from the reſt, becauſe they have no Deepneſs ; and that in the 
double and triple Conſonants, the five Yowels are placed about the 1ſt 
Letter. Obſerve when you are to write any Letter or Letters, or an 
other Thing in one of the five Vowels Places, be ſure that you begin it 
exactly in that Vowel's Place, let it end where it will: By this Way of 
placing the five Yowels, there will no Characters be placed above or un- 
der other Characters in your Writing; and the Places are plain and diſ- 
tint; though you will perceive afterwards, that I make but very little 
Uſe of the five Lowell Places in writing Eugliſs. When you are to put 
any Thing in the /Yowels Place, be ſure to write it as cloſe to the foregoing 
Character as is poſſible; but when you think that the Character to be put 
in the Vowel's Place will come thorough the foregoing Character, then 
keep it at a little Diſtance, but ſtill begin it over-againſt the /owe's Place 
as in the Words (Might, Father, &c.) which you'll find in the 9th and 
18th Verſes of the firſt Chapter of St. John's Goſpel, written by the ge- 
neral Rule. As (, p) differ ſrom the reſt of the Characters, as to the Vou-

Y- OU may remember I told you, that the five Significations contain 
or makeup at leaſt one hr Part of any Engliſs Book: I add fur- 
ther, that the nine Pages of Particles do likewiſe contain or make up 
at leaſt another zhird Part of any Eugliſb Book, as is evident by com- 
pat ing them together; ſo that both contain or make up at leaſt zwo 
Thirds. By Particles, I mean the four undeclined Parts of Speech, to 
wit, the Adverbs, Conjunttions, Prepoſitions, and Interjections. Theſe 
Particles denote the Time, Place, Manner, and other Circamitiiced of 
any Action, Paſſion, &c. and muſt come in every Sentence; for without 
them no Sentence can ſubſiſt, in regard they are, as it were, the Nerves 
and Ligaments of all Diſcourſe, and ſerve to join or connect Words or 
Sentences together, and to explain, extend, limit, &c. their Significa- 
tion. The other Parts of Speech may fitly be compared to the Materi- 
als prepared for the Building; but the Prepoſitions, Conjunctions, &c. to 
the Mortar or Cement, which join and faſten theſe Materials together, 
and muſt come between every Stone in the Building. Theſe Words or 
Particles occurring ſo often, there was an abſolute Neceſſity for wri- 
ting them ſhorter than could be done by your general or particular Mort- 
uing Rules, by throwing away a Letter or two, which is the moſt »azz- 
ral and rational Way of ſhortening Words, as is commonly done in the 
Long-Hand; though indeed, the Learner may, if he pleaſes, write theſe 
Particles exactly by the Rules; but then that would be more zedioas, &c. 
and contrary to the Deſign of all Short-Writing, and will not agree with 
the joining Rules, which render the Method very ſpeedy and legible. Ob- 
ſerve, I have inſerted the Erghifb Pronouns, and a few other Words 
among the Particles, becauſe they often occur. When I mention Aa- 
verbs as ſome of the Particles, 1 don't take in Adverbs ending in (y,) 
formed from Adjectives, as (meekly, wiſely, boldly, &c.)

From this you may obſerve, that there 
is no Occaſion or Neceſſity for joining two or more of theſe Noxxs or 
Verbs together in one, becauſe the Speaker is neceſſarily obliged to ſtop 
or draw his Breath after every one of them, and by that Means affords 
ſufficient Time for writing them down. Alſo obſerve, that the Foinings 
by this new Method, do 1n a great Meaſure ſupply or ſerve inſtead of 
the foregoing Stops. 

N. B They who know any Thing of Grammar, muſt acknowledge 
that the Sioxs of tne Engliſh Moods, Tenſes, Perſons, Particles, an 
Verb, muſt come in every Sentence, and that they are all pronounced gt 
once, as it were, in one Breath, og as one Word, by the Speaker, Lg 
F< 
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he does not know what is meant by Moods, Texſes, &c.) the natural De- 
pendance and Connexion of theſe Words forcing him ſo to do; for if 
he was to paxſe or ſtop between theſe Words, as he may, and muſt ſome- 
times between other Words, theu he would mar the Senſe and Conne- 
xion of the Diſcourſe: So that to keep equal Pace witha moderate Spea- 
ker, there was an abſolute Neceſſity for finding out a ſpeedy Method to 
join theſe Sies of the Moods, Tenſes, Perſons, &c. altogether in one, 
without taking off the Pen. From hence I may infer, that any Method 
whichdireQs us to ſtop or lift the Pen at every Word, is really very defective, 
and good for little, and will never anſwer the End of taking down any 
Sermon, Speech, &c. unleſs the Writer could lay his Commands on the 
Speaker to pauſe or ſtop at every Mord of his Diſcourſe, as he does in 
his Writing. Again obſerve, as the Sioxs of the Moods, Teuſes, Per- 
ſons, &c. are pronounc'd as one Word, ſo is the Prepaſition and Pro- 
noun governed by it, as ( againſt him, amongſt us, &c.) and likewiſe the 
Adjedive and Subſtantive, as (faithful Servant, &c.) and therefore ought 
to be join'd. I am ſenſible that the Nouns agreeing with, and govern'd 
by the Verb, with the Noun governed by the Prepaſition, are pronounced 
at once, as well as the Pronouns: As for Example, (John reproved Fames, 
&c.) (againſt Samuel, &c.) are pronounced at once, as well as (be re- 
proved him, &c.) (againſt him, &c.) but then it was impoſſible to join 
theſe Nowns, ſo as to be plain, becauſe of their great Number and Va- 
riety: But I have taken Care to make the Perſons, (I, thou, he, &c.) 
with the reſt of the Pronouns, remarkably plain, becauſe they are but few 
in Number, and are fix Times more uſed than the Nouns; for if you caſt 

our Eye upon any continued Diſcourſe, you will find that the zhird Per- 
for to wit, the Nouns, or Names, are ſeldom mentioned above once or 
twice, but are always afterwards ſet down, and ſignified by the Pronount, 
(he, him, himſelf, his, bis own, ſhe, her, herſelf, bers, her own, it, they, 
them, themſelves, theirs, their own, &c.) and as for the firſt and ſecoud 
Perſons, they are conſtantly mentioned by (I, me, my ſelf, mine, my own, 
we, ut, our s, our own, &c, thou, you, thee, your ſelf, ye, your ſelves, 
&c.) I have likewiſe taken Care to make the principal and moſt uſual 
Particles alſo remarkably plain, as (not, never, always, 857 but eſpeci- 
ally the fourty Prepoſitions mentioned in the ſrxth joining Rule, becauſe 
they occur ſo very often, and indeed by the Help of theſe Words, 
the whole Engliſp Syntax, or Conſtruction of the Noun and Pronoun, is 
chiefly performed. | | . 

As to the Specimen I have a e engrav'd it in very large and ſtrong 
Characters, for the Advantage of the Learner; and have choſen different 
Chapters, that there might be a Variety in the Diſcourſe, the better to il- 
luſtrate and exemplify the Rules; and for the ſake of the Gentlemen 
the Law, who have much encouraged my Method, I have inſerted three 
of their Conveyances, or Securities, which, I am told, run much upon 
a ſet Form, and therefore, I thought it was unneceſſary, c. to print 
them in Long-Hand, though they will find afterwards, when they have 
learn'd the Art, that it is as caſy to write Law, Hiſtory, &c. as C— 
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becauſe the Rules ſerve for any Exgliſp Book; and that every Engl; 
Sentence muſt contain a Verb, and wy Verb ſuppoſes a Mood, Tenſe, 
Perſon, &c. and ſo of the Adjective and Subſtantive, &c, Obſerve, the 
more ugly any Joining looks, that is to ſay, the farther it comes below 
the Line, it is the more remarkably plain. When you write in Publick, 
keep the Lines of the Writing at a handſome Diſtance; but when you 1 
write at your Leifure, keep the Lines a little cloſer ; and if any Joining x 
happens to come a dale 0 the Line, do not keep the following 1 
Line wider becauſe of it, but keep all the Lines at an equal Diſtance 

and paſs over that Part of the Writing which comes below the Line.

Learn the ſecond, 
third, fourth, fifth, and ſixth Leſſons, one after another, the ſame Way. 
You mult be very perfect in the firſt fix Leſſons, becauſe they are the 


Foundation of the Art. Be ſure to write flow and exact at firſt,
